Report from La Guaira — Epidemic smallpox at Caracas and La 

Guaira. 

Consul Moffat reports, under date of December 8, that smallpox is 
epidemic at Caracas and La Guaira, it being estimated that there 
are at least 2,000 cases at the former place. 

WEST INDIES. 

Report from Bridgetown, Barbados — No further cases of yellow 

fever. 

Consul Clare reports, November 26 : 

No cases of yellow fever have occurred since November 19. Three 
remaining cases, which are strictly isolated at the quarantine station 
on Pelican Island. No cases are known to exist on shore, and there 
are no suspects.

Africa — Orange River Colony, Bloemfontein. — Month of Septem- 
ber, 1907. Estimated population, 12,000. Total number of deaths, 
8, including 2 from tuberculosis. 

Austria. — Briinn. — Month of October, 1907. Estimated popula- 
tion, 95,342. Total number of deaths, 211, including diphtheria 1, 
enteric fever 1, scarlet fever 2, and 48 from tuberculosis. 

Brazil — Sao Paulo, Santos, and Campinas. — Week ended Octo- 
ber 27, 1907. Estimated population, 300,000. Total number of 
deaths, 207, including measles 1, enteric fever 3, whooping cough 2, 
and 16 from tuberculosis. 

Week ended November 3, 1907. Total number of deaths, 176, in- 
cluding diphtheria 1, measles 1, plague 1, whooping cough 2, and 15 
from tuberculosis. 
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Week ended November 10, 1907. Total number of deaths, 215, in- 
cluding leprosy 1, measles 1, whooping cough 1, and 14 from tuber- 
culosis. 

Canada — Niagara Falls. — Month of November, 1907. Estimated 
population, 8,500. Total number of deaths, 6. 

Costa Rica — Limon. — Month of November, 1907. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 8,000. Total number of deaths, 35, including enteric fever 
2, and 3 from tuberculosis. 

Cuba.— Month of November, 1907. Reports from the 6 provinces, 
having an aggregate population of 1,572,797, show as follows : Deaths 
from contagious diseases : Diphtheria 9, beriberi 1, leprosy 4, enteric 
fever 14, measles 2, scarlet fever 1, yellow fever 11, and 113 from 
tuberculosis. 

France — Cherbourg. — Month of November, 1907. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 43,948. Total number of deaths, 77, including diphtheria 1, 
enteric fever 4, and 14 from tuberculosis. 

Marseille. — Month of November, 1907. Estimated population, 517,- 
498. Total number of deaths, 818, including diphtheria 5, enteric 
fever 68, measles 1, scarlet fever 3, smallpox 27, and 85 from tubercu- 
losis. 

Gibraltar. — Two weeks ended December 1, 1907. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 27,385. Total number of deaths, 11. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended Novem- 
ber 30, 1907, correspond to an annual rate of 16.5 per 1,000 popula- 
tion, which is estimated at 16,624,458. 

London. — One thousand five hundred and thirty-one deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 34, scarlet fever 13, 
diphtheria 30, enteric fever 9, whooping cough 9, tuberculosis 206, 
and 25 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an 
annual rate of 16.8 per 1,000. In Greater London 2,120 deaths were 
registered. In the " outer ring " the deaths included 5 from diph- 
theria, 4 from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, and 7 from whooping 
cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended November 30, 1907, in the 21 prin- 
cipal town districts of Ireland was 22.3 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,117,547. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Sligo, viz, 4.8, and the highest in Kilkenny, viz, 39.3 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended November 30, 1907, correspond to an annual rate of 19.3 
per 1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,812,171. The 
highest rate of mortality was recorded in Dundee, viz, 26.1, and the 
lowest in Paisley, viz, 12.9 per 1,000. The aggregate number of 
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deaths registered from all causes was 671, including enteric fever 2, 
measles 43, scarlet fever 2, and 23 from whooping cough. 

Italy — Genoa — Month of October, 1907. Estimated population, 
273,011. Total number of deaths, 574, including enteric fever 12, 
diphtheria 1, scarlet fever 1, and 50 from tuberculosis. 

Jamaica — Kingston. — Month of November, 1907. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 52,065. Total number of deaths, 163, including enteric 
fever 11, and 20 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Japan- — Formosa. — Two Aveeks ended November 16, 1907. Esti- 
mated population, 3,050,004. Total number of deaths not reported. 
One death from enteric fever reported. 

Malta. — Two weeks ended November 23, 1907. Estimated popu- 
lation, 206,689. Total number of deaths, 184, including diphtheria 
3, enteric fever 5, measles 2, and 1 from smallpox. 

Spain — Barcelona. — Ten days ended November 30, 1907. Esti- 
mated population, 600,000. Total number of deaths, 349, including 
diphtheria 6, enteric fever 18, measles 1, smallpox 1, and 36 from 
tuberculosis. 

Switzerland.— Week ended November 9, 1907. Eeports from 18 
cities, having an aggregate population of 868,928, show as follows: 
Total number of deaths, 239, including whooping cough 2, enteric 
fever 2, diphtheria 3, measles 1, and 41 from tuberculosis. 

West Indies — Guragao. — Two weeks ended December 6, 1907. Esti- 
mated population, 31,600. Total number of deaths, 13. No deaths 
from contagious diseases reported. 

St. Christopher. — Two weeks ended November 30, 1907. Estimated 
population, 49,289. Total number of deaths, 40.
